Machinery W ill Soon Be Installed in 
New Plant. 


T he plant of the Rock River Manu 
facturing Co. on Seventh street is 
rapidly b eing gotten in to shape lor 
m an ufacturin g operations. 
A 
heav y 
floor has b een laid over nearly all of 
the eastern part of the main b uilding, 
T he western part b eing set aside as a 
foundry. 
All the m achinery has ar 
rived and will soon b e installed. 
A 
tem porary office has b een b uilt in the 
southeast corner of the b uilding where 
H. A Lott, president of the company 
may b e found hard a t 
work. 
It is 
expected tha t the factory will he run ­ 
ning in ab out two weeks. 
Secretary of S tate Rose licensed the 
incorporation of the com pany several 
days ago. 
T he capital stock is 850,000 
and it is the ob ject of those in author­ 
ity to do a general foundry b usiness 
and also to m anufacture tub uia r steel 
wheels, autom ob ile wheels, etc. 


Tlie output of the W arner Silver 
M anufacturing Co’s plant in the W est 
End is steadily increasing and the 
factory, which promises to b e one of 
the most flourishing institution s of 
Hie city, will in two weeks he running 
to its capacity. 
Skilled workmen in 
the b usiness are needed and a n um b er 
are expected out from Chicago and 
of tier cities. 
O rders are piled up 
ahead not only b ecause of the time 
lost in the removal of the factory from 
Chicago b ut b ecause there is a b ig de 
maud for the m etal goods the estab ­ 
lishm ent is puttin g out. 
T his is 
especially so in regard to the ha n d ­ 
some line of soda w ater fixtures and 
accesories which are 
m anufactured 
from 
B rittan ia m etal silver-plated. 
T his 
metal 
is 
composed of tin, 
copper, 
antim ony, 
alum inum 
and 
nickel, 
comb ined 
in 
a certain pro­ 
portion.

and 
iias 
m uch 
the 
appearance 
of 
silver. 
Ali 
of t ha t used a t the 
factory is m anufactured 
there, and 
after b eing run into pigs is shipped to 
a rolling mill to b e rolled into sheets 
varying from o ne-t welfth 
to 
one 
tw enty-fifth ol an inch in thickness 
A fter b eing return ed to the factory 
the sheets of moral are pressed 
into 
b lanks approaching the shape of the 
cup, b older, or w hatever is to lie made 
These are taken to the spinning lathes 
where 
workmen 
form the 
ductile 
m etal into the desired shape b y pres 
sure while it is revolving a t a high 
rade of speed. 
T he articles are the n 
placed in a potash b ath to remove all 
traces of grease or foreign m aterial 
and are then washed, rinsed and put, 
in the plating tanks. 
When taken 
from the silver solution they are snow 
white, and 
going through an other 
rinsing are 
“scra tch-b rushed ” 
held 
against a rapidly revolving collection 
of steel b rushes, 
this producing the 
satin linish. 
T he b urnishers next put 
a high polish on the surface where 
desired and then it is covered with 
lacquer to prevent tarnishing.

articles are next wrapped in tissue
